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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to tine amendment filed on 3/1 8/2008. Claims 
1-11 and 14-15 have been amended. Claim 12 has been cancelled. Claims 1-11, 13-15 
remain pending. 

Specification 

2. The use of the trademark Netscape has been noted in this application 
(specification page 9 line 20 that is filed on 07/09/2007). It should be capitalized 
wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 1 is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because it 
does not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: the 
specification page 14 line 15 refers to content key 14 that is not shown in figure 1 . 

Figure 2 is objected to because element S205 is misspelled. It should state 
"Download" instead of "Down Load". 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
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submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to mal<e and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor, at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. The specification does not mention or teach the license control 
assistant program that is being claimed in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-1 1 and 13-15 would be allowable if claim 1 is rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 
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7. This communication warrants No Examiner's Reason for Allowance, applicant's 
reply make evident the reasons for allowance, satisfying the "record as a whole" proviso 
of the rule 37 CFR 1.104(e). Specifically, the substance of applicant's arguments filed 

3/18/2008 are persuasive, as such the reasons for allowance are in all probability 
evident from the record and no statement is deemed necessary (see MPEP 1302.14).
